3. Anti-Stavery Socreties.—In the 
travels of M. Brissot of the French Conven- 
tion, during the Revolution in France, the 
author speaks of a visit to Gen. Washington 
soon after his second election to the Presi- 
dency. In the course of conversation the 
subject turned upon slavery. We make an 
extract from pages 100 and 101. 

“This great man declared to me, that he 
rejoiced at what was doing in other states on 
this subject [the abolition of slavery ;] that 
he sincerely desired the extension of it in his 
own country; but he did not dissemble, that 
there were still many obstacles to overcome, 
that it was dangerous to strike too vigorous- 
ly at a prejudice which had begun to di- 
minish ; that time, patience, and informa- 
tion, would not fail to vanish it. Almost all 
the Virginians, added he, believe that the 
jliberty of the Blacks cannot soon become 
jgeneral. This is the reason why they wish 
not to form a society, which may give dan- 
gerous ideas to their slaves. ‘There is a- 
nother obstacle—the grand plantations of 
whichjthe state is composed, render it nec- 
essary for men to live so dispersed, that fre- 
quent meetings of a society would be difii- 
cult. 

I replied, that the Virginians were in an 
error, that evidently sooner or later the Ne- 
groes would obtain their liberty every where. 
It is then for the interest of our countrymen 
to prepare the way to such a revolution, by | 
endeavoring to reconcile the restitution of 
the rights of the blacks with the interest of | 
the Whites. ‘The means necessary to be} 
taken to this effect, can only be the work 
of a society: and it is worthy the savior of 
America to put himself at their head, and to 
open the door of liberty to three hundred 
thousand unhappy beings of his own state. 
He told me, that he desired the formation 
of a society, and that he would second it; 
but that he did not think the moment favor- 
able.”
